Dr. Brown's opinion evoked applause 
from delegates to the conference of the 
World’s Alliance of Churches in Gar- 
den City, but he caused a greater out- 
burst of approval when he remarked: 

“Of course, I understand it to be our 
duty to stand by every act of our Gov- 
ernment, irrespective of the moral qual]- 
ity of the aect.”’

Unless Someone Pays Expenscs Child 
Who Was Father’s Housekeeper 
Will Find Pauper’s Grave. 

The body of 11-year-old Goldie Rob- 
inson, of Hayti, Mo., who died at St. 
Lukes Hospital last Saturday, is still 
at the morgue and must be buried in

NEW YORK, April 27.—Control of the 
International Mercantile Marine Co., 
commonly known at the time of its 
formation by J. P. Morgan & Co., al- 
most 15 years ago, as the “Shipping 
Trust,”’ and now in the hands of a 
receiver, has been acquired by _ the 
American International Corporation, it 
i: authoritatively learned. 

The American International Corpora- 
tion, a $50,000,000 organization formed by 
the National City Bank and. allied in- 
terests a few months ago, has for its 
main object the promotion of Amer!l- 
can trade in foreign fields. The corpo- 
ration already owns the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co. by outright purchase 
from the Southern Pacffic Co. early In 
the present year. 

It is understood that the American 
International Corporation obtained con- 
trol of the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine by purchase of preferred and coin- 
mon shares in the open market. While 
the holdings acquired do not constitute 
2 majority interest, it is understood that 
they are sufficiently large to give the 
owners a dominant voice in its man- 
agement, which, it is said, the Morgan 
interests are ready to relinquish. 

Owns Over 100 Steamers. 

International Mercantile Marine owns 
upward of J00 vessels, exclusive of the 
number in course of construction. These 
vessels, togeth with those already 
under its ownership, will make the Amer- 
ican International Corporation the most 
powerful factor among steamship com- 
panies in the world. 

The ships of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine are operated by the 
White Star-Red Star, Dominion and Ley- 
land lines under the English flag and 
by the American and Atlantic trans- 
port lines under the American flag. 
These lines are controlled by the com- 
pany through stock ownership. 

International Mercantile Marine went 
into receivership about a year ago, aft- 
er showing heavy liabilities to its bond- 
holders as well as other creditors. Since 
that time the affairs of the company 
have been much in the courts, the bond- 
holders and shareholders being appar- 
ently unable to reconcile their differ- 
ences. These are about to be fought 
out before a Federal referee.

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ARMED MERCHANT 
SHIPS IS DEFINED 


Lansing’s Statement Reiterates 
Their Right to Carry Guns 
for Defense. 


ENTITLED TO WARNING 


Neutral Government to Be Sole 
Judge of Status of Neutral 
Vessels in Its Ports. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—An official 


declaration of the attitude of the United 


States toward armed merchant ships, 
Secretary 
Lansing, reiterates and explains the 
purpose of the American Government to 
recognize the right of peaceful vessels 
to carry arms for defense, and at the 
time referring only to warships 
generally, clearly sets forth the condi- 
tions under whicn the United States 
holds submarines may attack merchant 
craft. 

The declaration was issued in the form 
of a memorandum prepared by Secre- 
tary Lansing at fresident Wilson's di 
rection during the Secretary's brief va- 
cation last month. Copies of it were 
given to each of the embassies and lega- 
tions here, and while no official explana: 
tion was forthcoming as to the purpose 
of publishing the memorandum at this 
time, it is assumed that at least the sub- 
stance of it will reach the Berlin for- 
eign office before a reply is dispatched 
to the American demand for abandon- 
ment of Germanv’'s present methods of 
submarine warfare. This wouid serve tu 
answer in questions 
which cable 
the German 
to ask. 

In connection with the memorandum, 
it was stated that the State Department 
was awaiting a response from Great 
Britain to a request for copies of orders 
to armed British merchant vessels, Ger- 
many has charged that these ships were 
instructed to act aggressively against 
submarines, and has submitted photo- 
graphic copies of orders taken some 
time ago from captured craft. This evi- 
dence is not considered conclusive here, 
however, as the United States will base 
its position on orders now in effect. 

During the long drawn-out negotia- 
tions following the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, Secretary Lansing has stated in 
general terms nearly all of the postu- 
lates which he lays down in the new 
declaration. It was determined, how- 
ever, to gather these into one compact 
statement and to elaborate the State 
Department's views beyond any possi- 
bility of misunderstanding or double 
construction. 

An effort is made to differentiate be- 
tween an armed ship in a neutral port 
and the same vessel the high seas, 
In the first case, it is shown that the 
United States Government is concerned 
solely to protect itself against an‘ 
charges that might be made by one of 
the belligerents that it had allowed 
American ports to be used as a base for 
hostile operations by its enemy. 

Secretary Lansing insists that the neu- 
tral Government is to be the sole judge 
of the status of armed merchant ships 
in its ports, in the absence of any set- 
tled rule of international law. A com- 
mission or orders from a belligerent 
Government to conduct aggressive oper- 
ations under penalty of punishment for 
failure to do so would stamp the vessel 
as a warship. In the absence of such 
evidence, the neutral Government tnay 
lay down its own rules of evidence to 
determine the character of the ship and, 
moreover, these rules, unlike principles 
of international law, may be changed 
modified during the progress of the 
war.

lin, Yearned for Call to

Franz Hugo Krebs, a native of 
Boston, now practicing law in New 
York, which has been his home for 
the past five years, recently spent 
some time Berlin on business.

But bear in miné these forts were 
Gesigned, like the old fortress and 
fortifications of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, to bar the road from tne Meuse 
und from Germany to the plain of 
Chalons and the level] country west of 
the Argonne. 

When the Germans came south 
through Belgium and got into the 
Plain of Chalons from the north they 
had turned the whole Verdun posi- 
tion and had got into the region it 
barred by another route, they had 
come in by the back door, Verdun 
was the front. Not only that, but 
they are there now and have been 
there ever since the first days of Sep- 
temter, 1914. 

No Longer Paris Gateway. 

When one hears about Verdun as the 
gateway to Paris, one hears about the 
Verdun of the past. It was not the 
door to Paris, but the outer door to 
the region around Paris, to the plains 
of Champagne and Chalone. But as the 
(germans are already in these plains the 
taking of Verdun now would not bring 
them nearer to Parts; they are only vo! 
miles away at Noyon on the Oise, and 
they would be 16 at Verdun if they 
took the city. If they took Verdun 
they would get control of the Puris- 
Metz railway, and if they drove the 
French away from the trough we have 
been describing, they would get a short 
line into France and a line coming 
from German territory directly, not 
passing through Belgium. But they 
would not be nearer to Faris. : 

When the French saw in the open- 
ing days of the war tie torts were of 
no permanent value against the (er- 
inan guns, they left the forts on the 
hills above Verdun as they had aban- 
doned the Vauban works and moved 
north for a few miles. Here they dug 
tPenches, mounted their guns in con- 
creted positions and stood on the de- 
fensive, as they were standing else- 
where from Belgium tv Switzerland. 
There was now fortress of Verdun 
and Verdun city was but a point behind 
the lines of trenches, a _ point like 
Rheims or Arras. The forts of the 
rim were equally of no importance and 
were now empty of guns and _ garri- 
eons, 

If the Germans, by a sudden attack, 
broke all the way through the French 
trenches here it would be quite as se- 
rious as if they broke through at other 
points, but no more so, There was no 
fortress of Verdun and the Verdun posi- 
tion commanded nothing. 

The battle of Verdun, as it is disclosed 
to an observer who stands at Fort de 
la Chaume, a mile or two west and 
above Verdun, and in the mouth of the 
trough we have described was this: On 
the west bank of the Meuse, four or 
five miles northwest of the town, there 
ja @ steep ridge going east and west 
and perhaps 1100 feet high. This is the 
crest of Charny and it rises abruptly 
from the flat valley and marshes to the 
west without a break for some miles. 
On it are the old forts of the rim. 

Hilla on the Front. 


Three or four miles still further to 
the north ts a line of hills which are 
separated from each other by deep ra- 
vines leading north and south. Two of 
these hilla, Le Mort Homme (Dead Man's 
Hill) and Hil) 804 have been steadily in 
the reports for several weeks. They 
are the present front of the french. 
Between one and two miles still further 
‘o the north are other confused and 
tangied hills facing north, and it was 
here that the French I!nes ran when 
the great attack begar in the third 
week of February. On this side the 
Oermans have advanced rather less than 
two miles; they have not reached the 
‘Perny ridge. which ts the true and Jast 
ine of defense of the Verdun position, 
and they have not captured the two 
hile to the north, which are the ad- 
(“anoed postion. now the first line. 
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The range is never more than 10 miles 
wide and at many points less than 
half as wide. On the west it rises very 
sharply from the Meuse and on the east 
it breaks down quite as abruptly into 
the Woevre plain. It cannot be ef- 
fectively approached from the Woevre, 
because the Woevre is an exceedingly 
marshy plain, with much subsurface 
water and in spring a mass of liquified 
clay. 

Now the French, when the German 
drive began, stood on this ridge some 
eight miles, rather less perhaps, to the 
north of the town of Verdun, their line 
ran from the Meuse straight east along 
the easterly edge of the Meuse hills and 
the fore of the Woevre plain until it 
touched the river again at St. Mihiel, 20 
miles to the south, where the Germans 
had broken through the Meuse hills and 
reached the river. The German attack 
came south along the crest of this ridge 
because the German heavy artillery 
could not be brought over the Woevre. 

About half way between the French 
front and Verdun on a little crest some- 
what higher than the main ridge the 
French had erected a line of forts just 
as they had on the Charny ridge, Forts 
Dovaumont and Vaux, familiar names 
now, were the forts most distant from 
Verdun. But the French here, as on the 
other side of the river, had come out of 
these forts, abandoned and dismantled 
them and taken to trenches much to the 
north. It was upon these trenches that 
the main German attack fell, and in the 
first days the French were rushed back 
until their trench line followed the 
crests near the old forts, and at one 
point, at Douaumont, the Germans had 
actually got possession of one of the old 
forts, but the French trenches pass in 
front of this fort at a distance of but a 
few hundred yards. 

French Situation Critical. 

Now, in €he first days of the battle, 
the position of the French on the east 
bank of the Meuse was just this: The 
troops facing north were meeting and 
slowly yielding to a terrific drive coming 
south and southwest; the rest of the 
troops that faced east and west were 
not attacked severely. But as the Ger- 
mans came south, and when they took 
Douaumont, they were able to reach the 
bridges across the Meuse behind the 
[french troops on the Meuse hills and 
to destroy them by indirect fire and the 
F-ench troops, more than a hundred 
thousand probably, were fighting with 
their backs to a deep river and exposed 
to destruction in case their lines did not 
hold. 

In this situation Joffre proposed to 
take his troops behind the Meuse ani 
on the hills to the west and above the 
city, leaving the city to the Germans. 
The French line would thus come north 
behind the Meuse from St. Mihiel and 
then turn west above Verdun, following 
either the Charny ridge or else the hills 
of Regret and Chaume on either side of 
the trough, described above, which the 
road to Paris follows: 

If Verdun were a fortress actually, if 
either the old town or the circle of 
forts outside had been of value, Joffre 
would not have proposed this thing, but 
they were of no value. Verdun was 
once a fortress barring the way to the 
Plain of Chalons, but the Germans were 
in the plain, having come through Bel- 
gium by the back door, as it were. The 
forts outside the city on the rim of the 
basin had already been abandoned be- 
cuuse they could have been destroyed 
by German heavy artillery, as were 
these of Liege and Antwerp. Verdun 
was just a position; but it was a diffl- 
cult position to defend because of the 
river, which cut off one half the army 
and could be crossed only by bridges, 
which were under indirect fire. 


Meant Fall of Verdun. 
If the French had come back to the 


Charny ridge, or even to the Regret 
hills south of the trough followed by 
the Paris-Metz road. they would have 
stood on hills of patent military value; 
the trough is a natural ditch in front. 
These hills are all trenched and pre- 
pared for defense. The French would 
merely have shortened their lines and 
taken an easy position to defend, in- 
stead of holding a bad position. But 
ultimately this would have meant’ the 
relinquishing of Verdun, the little town 
In the valley below, now become a 
heap of ruins and having lost its mili- 
tary value 80 years earlier when heavy 
artillery bega:. {ts decisive success over

The French did not retire because 
ths civil government overruled the mili- 
tary, decided that the moral effect 
of the withdrawal from Verdun would 
be disastrous to the French and ad- 
vantageous to the Germaris.

On the other hand east of the river 
the French are somewhere near thei: 
last line. The hills and crests they 
hold up on the Meuse hiJle are some 
three or four miles from Verdun, but 
if the French retired far they would 
begin to come down hill, with a deep 
r'ver at their backs. In consequence, 
whenever you hear that the Germans 
have made some slight gain, taken * 
trench about Douaumont or Vaux, you 
are certain to hear at once that the 
French have counter attacked and re- 
taken the lost ground. 


The essential thing to is 


remember 
defense of a position that has a great 
military value. The French would be 
better off, would lose fewer men and 
run smaller risk of considerable losses 
if they should quit the east bank of the 
Meuse and occupy the hills back of Ver- 
dun on the west bank. On the west bank 
the Germans have never made any ma- 
terial gain and they have not come 
within reach of the hills that bear the 
old forts. 

But the Trench Government has decid- 
ed that for political reasons, for reasons 
that affect the moral, not the military, 
situation, Verdun must not be surren- 
dered; hence the army is holding at a 
cost of men less than the Germans are 
paying to take it, but at a far greater 
cost than would be necessary to hold 
the better positions west of the river. 

The Germans have not made any gain 
of tmportance in nearly two months. 
The French are very sure they will not 
come further south. They are as conf- 
dent as men could be. But if the Ger- 
mans should come further south and at 
last force the French to come back 
behind the river and te the hills above 


the town, they would only win a mora] 


| victory. 


not be changed, unless they should ulso 
pierce the French lines on the west of 
the river, and this is absolutely unthink- 
able now. 

If you think of Verdun city as a fortress 
you will put yourself in the eighteenth 
century. It is just an abandoned town, 
mostly ashes and completely ruined by 
a useless bombardment after the main 
German advance had been: checked. If 
you think of Verdun as a fortified posi- 
tion, like Liege, which, if it fell, would 
bring disaster as did the fall of Liege, 
you are thinking in terms of the situa- 
tion before the war. The forts of this 
position have all been abandoned and 
the French are fighting in trenches in 
all points save one outside this circle of 
forts. If you think of Verdun as the 
gateway to anything, you are thinking 
of something that doesn't exist. It was 
a gateway to central France, to the 
Plain of Chalons from the German fron- 
tier before the Germans came down Into 
the Plain of Chalons from the north 
through Belgium. 

But if you think of Verdun as a piace 
which has a great sentimental value for 
both the French and the Germans. If 
you think of it as a place which by rea- 
son of importance in early days still 
preserves a value in the minds of the 
mass of the French and German pub- 
lics, a town the taking of which would 
as a result of this wholly false ap- 
praisal be reckoned in Germany as a 
great victory, which would vastly en- 
courage Geman masses and would be 
accepted in France as a great defeat 
which would equally depress the French 
public, you will think of the battle for 
Verdun as it is. 

If you go to Verdun you will see that 
the estimate that the world has placed 
upon it is illusory. You will see it is an 
abandoned town. You will see, as I did, 
that great and famous forts are without 
guns, and you will see, as I did, that the 
positions which the French have pre- 
pared behind the Meuse and above the 
town are vastly stronger than those 
which they have held successfully, in 
Lorraine or any other place where the 
attacks have been bitter, for nearly tw» 
years. 

All Trench Fighting. 

There are no forts, fortifications, fort- 
resses, in this war. There are just 
trenches, and the Verdun sector is no 
exception. Verdun is not surrounded: 
it is not invested. JT went to the town 
from Bar-le-Duc in an automobile with- 
out difficulty, and I ran back to Paris 
by another road, through Chalons, with 
equal ease. The Germans have never 
got within three miles of the town on 
any side; to the west of the River 
Meuse they are not within six miles of 
it. Thev are not gaining and have not 
been gaining for weeks; they are merely 
fighting a desperate trench campaign, 
and the French are fighting back, retak- 
ing trenches on the east of the river, be- 
cause they are in their last line on this 
bank of the river, but paying less at- 
tention to German trench gains on the 
west because the Germans are still far 
from the Charney ridge, their main posi- 
tion. 

4” Verdun falls, that is, if the French 
are compelled under pressure or as a 
result of the cost of holding their pres- 
ent awkward position to go back behind 
the river, they will lose fifty or @ hun- 
dred square miles of French territory, 
they will lose all the tremendous value 
of the moral “‘lift’’ which the successf:)] 
defense has brought, but they will lose 
nothing else; and when the Germans 
have taken Verdun, the ashes, the 
ruins, they will stop, because there is :15 
object or value in further attack. They 
are fighting for moral values, and the 
French politicians have overrated § the 
French soldier and compelled him to ac- 
cept battle on unfavorable ground for 
this same moral value, but against his 
military judgment. He has done it suc- 
cessfully. He expects and France ex- 
pects that he will continue to do it suc- 
cessfully, but in the wholly remote @on- 
tingency that if he failed (I can only 
Say that it is a contingency no longer 
considered in France), a loss in moral 
advantage would be the only conse- 
quence.

GERMANS SAY THEY SANK THREE 
WARSHIPS OFF ENGLISH COAST 


One Wag Craft That Refused to Ald 
Z<eppelip in Sea—Vesse!'s Crew 
Captured. 

BERLIN, via London, April 27.—An of- 


ficial statement issued here on the bom- 


bardment of the English coast Tuesday 
by German warships says: 

‘““At daybreak parts of our high sea 
forces bombarded witn good success the 
fortifications and important military 
buidings at Great Yarmouth and Lowe- 
stoft and afterward opened fire on a 
group of enemy airmen, small cruisers 
and destroyers.

COLUMBIA, Mo., April °7.—President 


A. Ross Hill of the University of Mis- 
souri this afternoon gave out the fo!- 
lowing statement in answer to the at- 
tack made upon him by State Auditor 
Gordon in regard to the financial condi- 
tion of the State University. Dr. Hill 


said: 

“T issued no statement regarding the 
State’s finances, and was quite sur- 
prised to find the excitement caused by 
my answer to the question, how much 
is the general revenue of the State now 
indebted to the university? I answered, 
more than $83,000. I find the exact fig- 
ures are $83,227.51. The items are main- 
tenance, agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, farm advisers, soil survey, soil ex- 
periment fields, agricultural extension. 
Regarding the requisitions drawn on 
the general revenue fund for these 
items, Mr. Gordon wrote the university 
on March &, ‘I cannot tell you when 
we are going to be able to pay them. 
Collections are slow and getting worse 
all the time. We are not in condition 
at this time to pay any requisitions 
drawn on the revenue fund. In fact, I 
do not know when we will be able to, 
etc.’ 

‘Yet Mr. Gordon intimates that my 
statement is absolutely false and that I 
certainly knew it was false, and he 
adds, ‘There is not a single State war- 
rant outstanding that is unpaid, at this 
time.’ 

Calls Statement a Quibblie. 

“This is the merest quibble. He knows 
that he has failed to draw warrants 
in honor of our requisitions to the extent 
of $83,227.51 for the first three months 
of this year, though he has not ques- 
tioned the legitimate claims of these 
requisitions. 1 understand Mr. Gordon's 
contention regarding the constitutional 
provision as to the order of appropria- 
tions, but when in his statement he 
speaks of the order in which State money 
shall be used, a legal question arises 
on which neither he nor I can claim 
the knowledge or ability to pass. The 
attorneys I have consulted, however, 
disagree with his interpretation. 

“He further claims that not a word In 
the Cpnstitution of Missouri says any- 
thing about the support of the State 
University. 

His reading of the Constitution has 
evidently not been very careful or thor- 
ough and it might be well for him to 
read it again before citing it.

PREPAREDNESS IS 
A PRESSING DUTY, 


Nation Should Be Able to Pro- 
tect Citizens Everywhere, Uni- 
versity President Declares. 


ADDRESS BEFORE B. M. L. 


Initiative Should Not Be Dis- 
couraged in Control of Big 
Business, He Says. 


Dr. Edmund J. Jamés, president of the 
University of Illinois, addresged the 
Business Men's League, at luncheon in 
the Planters Hotel today, on “A Na- 
tional Economic Program.” 

“The most immediate and most press- 
ing duty of the American people, if it 
wishes to advance civilization,’’ Dr. 
James said, “is to provide for itself a 
more efficient system of national de- 
fense. The object of our increase of 
our army and navy is not aggression, 
but to enable us to maintain in a dig- 
nified, firm and effective manner our 
rights as a nation and the rights of our 
citizens wherever they may be, on land 
or sea, in the enjoyment of their law- 
ful rights of life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 

“The arm of the republic. should 
stretch over every sea and into every 
land to protect the American citizen 
in his legitimate activities, and our 
army and navy should be strengthened 
to enable our Government to accom- 
Plish this end. 

Must Provide Defenses. 

“If we are to adopt and pursue an’ 
wise economic policy, we must be tn a 
position to defend ourselves while we are 
doing it. We must look forward to de- 
fending ourselves, not by treaties cf 
neutrality, nor by ententes'  cordiales, 
nor by triple or quadruple alliances, but 
by the grace of God and our own right 
arm. The President of the-United States 
should be put in a position where he 
can defend our national and individual! 
rights by a more effective mears than 
literary notes. 

“IT am aware that som? people would 

depart from the policy outlined by 
George Washington and create a!l sorts 
of entangling alliances for us in Eu- 
rope, in Asia, in Aerica bave 
createa some of them already which 
will come hums t» curse vs fi the vegris 
to come. 
“T am aware that some patriotic 
Americans think that we should. en- 
gage England by a treaty of offense 
and defense to protect us .with her f vet 
as the easiest way out of a difficult 
Situation, one which would save us 
much money and tribulation. I yield 
to no one in;my admiration for the 
deeds and character of the English peo- 
ple, but we fought twice to get rid of 
England’s domination of the American 
republic, and there is no evidence that 
her hand would rest lighter on us now 
than then. It is to me an utterly re- 
volting idea that the American people 
should live under the protection of the 
English fleet or the aegis of the Ger- 
man armies. No one can tell how large 
a fleet or army may be necessary to 
our iat onal independence: 
but whatever increase it may take, we 
must make. 

“The only exception which TI will al- 
low, and the only method open to the 
world or to us to prevent the creation 
of a great American army and navy, 
is some kind of a world’s league to en- 
force the peace, with power to enforce 
its conclusions.’’ 

Should Not Kill Initiative. 

Dr. James discussed, as features of a 
national economic policy of prepared- 
the control of big the 
treatment of railroads, vocational edu- 
cation and social and industrial legisla- 
tion. He said the American people had 
made up their minds to control big 
business in the interest of the commu- 
nity, but that if this is carried to the 
point where initiative enterprise is dis- 
couraged, ‘“‘we may end by having no 
business at all, either large or small.’’ 
Immediate attention must be given, 
he said, to the problem of keeping the 
transportation s\vstem in a high state of 
efficiency. low rates are desirable, he 


held, so far as they are consistent with 
liberal wages and certain returns to 
invested capital.

May 10, following a preliminary meet- 
ing at the City Club yesterday. 

Samuel Rosenfeld is chairman of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization, 
which was appointed by Augustus L. 
Abbott, presiding at yesterday’s meet- 
ing, and which includes John H. Gund- 
lach and Alexander Galt. About 30 
attended the first meeting, at which 
Percy Werner, Eimer Pearcy and Rog- 
er N. Baldwin explained various phases 
of the plans. 

The preferential voting plan ap- 
plies to the election of a Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the 
Board of Aldermen. It could be 
placed in effect by the enactment of 
an ordinance. The proportional rep- 
resentation plan applies to the elec- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen and it 
could not be adopted without an 
amendment to the charter. 


Preferential Ordinance Prepared. 


The present Board of Aldermen will 
be asked to pass ¢ preferential voting 
ordinance, which has been prepared, 
and to pass an ordinance submitting 
the proportional representation plan 
to the voters at the November elec- 
tion. In view of the fact that’ the 
present Board of Aldermen is solidly 
Republican, and that the purpose of 
proportional representation is to keep 
the Board of Aldermen from being 
solidly anything in f* re, the chance 
of its passing this second ordinance 
is not considered to be bright How- 
ever, the initiative is a possible means 
of getting the matter before the vot- 
ers. 

The ordinance for establishing a 
new means of electing the Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the 
Board of Alderme: provides that all 
nominations shall be by petition, each 
petition to be signed by 2 per cent 
of the number of registered voters at 
the last election. The names of those 
so nominated are to appear on the 
general Lallot without any party la- 
bel, and in alphabetical order, with 
each candidate’s place of residence 
after his name. 

Under this system of preferential 
voting, which was used at the last 
election of a Mayor in Cleveland, the 
ballot would look like this:

Hallots Are Counted. 


‘ihe ballots shall be counted,”’ the 
proposed ordinance says, “by adding 1p 
the first choices cast for each canii- 
date. If any candidate receiv a nuim- 
ber of first choice votes equal to a ma- 
pority of all the ballots cast he shall 
be declared elected. If no candidate 
shall majority of the fnrst 
choice votes for any office, then the 
second choice votes received by such 
candidate for such office shail be added 
to the first choice votes for such candi- 
date and the candidate receiving the 
largest number of first cnoice and sec- 
ond choice votes combined, if such votes 
constitute a majority of the ballots cast, 
shall be declared elected. If no candi- 
cate shall have a majority after adding 
ihe first choice and the second choice 
,otes, the other choice votes received by 
each candidate shall be added to the 
combined first choice and second cheice 
by each candidate, and 
having tne largest num- 
choice, second choice and 
cther choice votes combinel shall be 
elected to such office. A _ tie between 
two or more candidates shall be decided 
favor of the one having the largest 
of first choice votes,"' 

This is not easy reading, but 
cates of the plan say it is workable, 
and easily understood, when put 1n prac- 
tice, and that no voter in Cleveland has 
seemed to have difficulty in grasping it. 

In the last Cleveland election, the 
man elected Mayor was one who stood 
second in the first-choice vote. The man 
got the largest number of first-

OFFICERS’ RESERVE 


GETS FIRST TASTE 
OF REAL TRAINING 


97 Business and Professional 
Men Drill for Two Hours 
at Armory. 


YET WITHOUT UNIFORMS 


First Purchase to Be Khaki Uni- | 


forms and Leggings; Will 
Drill Weekly. 


The Officers’ Reserve Training Corps, 
a volunteer organization of St. Louls 
business and professional men. whose 
membership has increased in two weeks 
from two to 97, had its first real taste 
of military training at the First Rezgi- 
ment Armory last night. 

For two hours men who have demon- 
strated their capacity for leadership in 
many walks of life obeyed the sharp 
commands of militia officers with an 
alacrity and willingness which showed 


they enjoyed the noval sensation of | 


ing bossed around. 

The transport wing of the new corps 
is in a high state of preparedness. A 
majority of its members went to the 
armory in their own automobiles, rang- 
ing in caliber from 42-centimeter limou- 
sines to saucy little one-pounder run- 
abouts. 

Have No Uniforms. 

As yet the corps is without unlforms, 
but this contingency will soon be met. 
Before the drill last night there was 
a meeting at which militia officers ex- 
plained just what the prospective re- 
serve officers will need in the way of 
equipment. Their first purchase will be 
khaki uniforms and leather leggings 
like those worn by the militia officers. 

The Officers’ Reserve Training Corps 
was organized at the suggestion of Col. 
A. B. Donnelly of the First Regiment. 
It is a voluntary, unofficial organization 
governed entirely by its own member- 
ship. The only two qualifications are 
that a member must be a citizen of the 
United States and must have had a col- 
lege education, or its equivalent. Con- 
siderable latitude has been shown in de- 
termining what shall be regarded as the 
equivalent of a college education. There 
are several men in the corps who di‘ 
not have even a high school training, 
but they are rated as valuable members 
because in their business or professional 
life they have shown signal executive 
ability and a high order of intelligence. 

Col. Donnelly last night said it was 
not the purpose to make the organiza- 
tion exclusive in any sense except that 
its members should be of a sufficientlv 
high grade of intelligence to make it 
reasonably certain that they could quai- 
ify as volunteer military officers In 
case of emergency. The corps itself is 
to vote on all applications for member- 
ship. 

The organization is not in any way 
connected with the militia or army 
service and is under no obligation to 
enter the service. 

55 More Join Corps. 

In response to Col. Donnelly’s frst 
tentative call two weeks ago, only two 
men responded. A week later 42 report- 
ed for drill instruction and last night 
the 42 returned and brought 55 others 
with them. The training corps now 
practically amounts to the full strength 
of a company. 

The drilling last night was a serious 
task, seriously performed. And militia 
officers said it was remarkably well 
done. As a starter, the corps, divided 
into four squads, was put through the 
foot movements and elementary march- 
ing for two hours. There will be drills 
every Wednesday night.

School for Young Actors. 

Faversham’s plan. as he outlined it, 
is for a theater which shall engage 
recognized stars as players. and woull 
produce chiefly modern classic dramas 
The attached schcol would train youns 
actors. eH said he knew of a suitable 
theater in New York which could be 
rented for $5..05 and that re- 
ceilpts of $8960 u week would mean 2 
profit. He said he believed there would 
be a polit if the enterprise was made 
attractive to the public from the outset, 
by the employment of players of recog- 
nized ability. But the primary purpose, 
he said, should not be money-making. 

He mentioned the old Empire Thea- 
ter stock company, of which he was 
a membcr, as a model for the com- 
pany he had in mind. He said he 
would like to manage the enterprise 
himself, but that if a sufficient sal)- 
ary could not be paid to be an in- 
ducemetn to him, he would neverthe- 
less give all the help he could. 
Speaking of theater finance, he said 
the profits of many theaters amount- 
ed to 15 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts, and that the percentage some- 
times reached 36 or 49. 

At the morning session reports 
were read showing that the league 
has 54 local centers; with 19,354 mem- 
bers. The St. Louis center has 1025 
members. 

True Art Has Hard Time. 

Chubb, making his address as pres- 
ident, said that salacitv and vulgarity 
thrive on the stage today, while true 
art has a hard time of it. 

“Here in St. Louis,” he said, “there 
is truth in the plaint of theater man- 
agers that great plavs draw starva- 
tion audiences. It is the Follies. in all 
their naked flambuoyaney, that bring 
capacit vaudiences. 

‘It is a sad and 
pedantry has killed Shakspeare in 
schools and colleges. Our schools have 
made more foes than friends for Shaks- 
peare. His works are better unread 
than misread. The advent of the Drama 
League marked a turning point in the 
treatment of Shakspeare, and it is now 
recognfzed that he was a maker of 
plays to be acted, rather than a writer 
of books to be read.”’ 

He said it was foolish to term the 
Drama League a highbrow organiza- 
tion, and he maintained that it was 
democratic in spirit and educational! 
in purpose. Its basic work, he said, is 
to make fit audiences, and this will re- 
quire a long campaign, beginning with 
the young. He said the true status 
of moving pictures had not yet been 
established, and he discussed the sug- 
gestion that the League should give 
much attention to the movies, with a 
view to making them the means of 
bringing about better theaters, better 
plays, better acting and lower prices.

The local and visiting members of 
the League are invited guests at this 
afternoon's performance of Elizabeth- 
an plays on the Washington Univer- 
sity campus. Tonight's session, at the 
Buckingham, will be given to a dis- 
cussion of present-day condition In 
the theater.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Mrs. Ida Snif.- | 
fen Walters Rogers, who poisoned her 
two children on Dec. 29, 1914, yesterday 
was acquitted of the murder of her 
2-year-old son, John, the verdict being 
“not guilty on the ground of insanity.’ 
The District Attorney dismissed another 
indictmént charging her with the murder 
of her daughter, Lorida, 8 months old. 

Mrs. Rogers collapsed when the fore- 
man of the jury announced thé verdict, 
but quickly recovered and left the cour:- 
room with Rogers, who was the fath»r 
of her children. They were married] 
after her arrest. 

“We are going away somewhere where 
there are flowers,’ Rogers replied when 
asked their plans. 

Assistant District Attorney Martijn, the 
prosecuting attorney, said: “I think 
everybody feels that Mrs. Rogers has 
suffered enough by depriving herself 
of her children.’’ 

On the first ballot, the jury stood nine 
for acquital, two for conviction and one 
undecided. Decision was reached on the 
third ballot.

Stuart Walker, director of the Port- 
manteau Theater in New York, made an 
address upon ‘“‘Shakspeare and the 
Stage.’ He said that Shakspeare was 
as fine a stage manager as the world 
has produced since and that he was in 
many ways a better showman than 
Klaw and Erlanger. 

“Plays are costing too much at the 
present time,” suid Walker. “In this 
respect Shakspearc is a model. He 
showed that great plays could be pro- 
duced with little cost. Today the de- 
velopment of scanery and costume is 
generally at the expense of actors and 
actresses.’

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Teachers Benevolent Association. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Though not qualified Ly virtue of holding any 
office in the Teachers’ Benevolent Annuity Asso- 
clation to deferd its organization and policy, 1 
yet feel that a recent letter in the Post-Dispatch, 
signed “A Teacher,” is so unfair to the associa- 
tion ws to call for some reply. This correspond- 
ent adversely criticises a recently issued circu- 
lar letter of the president of the association for 
its failure to declare how a teacher may receive 
benefit from the association. He directly asserts 
that any intelligent person who takes the time to 
investigate the association will understand that 
it is a faulty echeme of insurance; that contrib- 
uting to it would be unwise. He asserts by im- 
plication that the tetter informed and most use- 
fui teachers are not members of the Annuity As- 
sociation; that they are threatened with some 
sort of blacklist for not joining the association, 


and that, because the older and better paid teach-: 


ers pay less than one per cent of their salaries, 
there is injustice in the method of levying dues 
in the association. 

These charges disclose, among other things, 
that the writer cannot distinguish between a let- 
ter of appeal and an annual report; between a 
circular and a statement of the constitution and 
by-laws. The annual report is issued regularly 
and a copy sent to every member. It may ke had, 
TI am sure, of President Sexton, of the Madison 
School, for the asking. The financial statement 
of the Annuity Association is regularly printed in 
the annual report of the Board of Education. It 
may be found on page 317 of the report for 1915. 

As to his statement by indirection that the bet- 
ter informed and most usefu! teachers are not 
members of the Annuity Association, I can only say 
that your correspondent’s sen e of humor must, at 
this point, have been under a cloud. So far as 
his charges of blacklisting are concerned, they 
have no basis in fact. 

It is an inference of “A Teacher” that, Lecause 
rome of the more highly paid teachers do not 
actually pay one per cent of their salaries annu- 
ally into the Annuity Association, therefore dis- 
crimination exists. Here I am at a loss whether 
he is holding a brief for the older and more 
highly paid or for those with smaller salaries. 
The facts are that some better paid teachers do 
pay annuall*, and in total amount, larger sums 
in dues than teachers of lower rank and with 
smaller salaries. All annuitants, nevertheless, 
receive the same benefit return. If this be unjust 
discrimination it is discrimination of which I have 
never heard the “older and more highly paid” 
teachers complain. 

That the Teachers’ Benevolent Annuity Associ!- 
ation is faulty in some particulars, which its mem- 
bers would like to see corrected, no officer or 
trustee will deny. That its nims are lofty, that 
the issues of its activities are rare and fine, that 
it has long maintained a work of mercy which, 
but for the loyalty of its membership would go 
unperformed, has been overwhelmingly demon- 
strated in its 15 years’ history. That, lacking 
other pension arrangement, it is incumbent upon 
those who enjoy the protection and permanence 
of employment of a public school eystem to have 
® care for the unfortunate of their profession is, 
appears to me, not open to dispute.

A TOAST TO THE PRESIDENT. 

The annual meeting of the Associated Press 
was held this year while the tension of a crisis 
involving weightier national issues than any 
that have burdened the country in half a century 
was at its height. 

The speech of President Frank B. Noyes of the 
independent Washington Star was singularly 
well expressed and so fitted to the unusual cir- 
cumstances under which the meeting was held 
that it will remain a pleasanf and profitable mem- 
ory during many future sessions. 

He spoke of the organization as representing 
every variety of opinion on every conceivable sub- 
ject, including our relations with foreign Pow- 
ers, but united in the common loyalty of Amer- 
icanism. Further eloquent words he devoted to 
the “great, indeed, the terrible responsibility” 
which any chief magistrate must bear and to the 
‘immeasurably great, immeasurably terrible re- 
sponsibility” which the present chief magistrate 
must bear. 

This was his striking conclusion: 

So in this hour of uncertainty as to what the 
immediate future may bring to us, we tender 
our affectionate sympathy and our loyal sup- 
port to the man who, by virtue of his great 
office, is our spokesman to the world, and who 
speaks for our right and our honor as God 
gives him to see our rights and our honor. 

It is our custom at these annual gatherings 
to drink but one toast. I offer it today with 
a full heart: I give you the health of our 
President, Woodrow Wilson. 

A reference most unusual, perhaps unprecedent- 
ed, in this multipartisan body to a President 
on the eve of a political campaign. 

The influence of so fine an example of patriot- 
ism will be far extended. “Affectionate sympathy 
and loyal support’ for the chief magistrate, as- 
saulted by a malice which will bear reproach dur- 
ing many future years! It was time a reply to 
the discordant voices of disloyalty came from 
an authoritative source. It represents an opinion 
from which less than 5 per cent in the great 
American melting pot dissent. 

Many other important bodies will meet before 
existing anxieties will have ceased to press. Will 
their members be less mindful of patriotic duty as 
well as business duty than Mr. Noyes? Can they 
offer a better toast to the President than one 
expressed in the very words Mr. Noyes framed?

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TEACHERS’ BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION. 

The Jetter from Prof. Stevenson of the Webster 
Public School, in today’s Letter Column, appears 
to answer the criticisms that have been made by 
various teachers with regard to the methods and 
aims of the Teachers’ Benevolent Annuity Asso- 
ciation. 

It is highly desirable that bodies of public 
servants, such as the public school teacher, should 
have well organized, voluntary annuity associa- 
tions and that every member should support them. 
If they are faulty in construction or use improper 
methods, it is for the members to pr-—test and in- 
sist upon such improvement as may be necessary. 

If any kind of coercion is used to compel teach- 
ers to belong to the association, this should be 
susceptible of proof. Such action, of course, is 
improper and unethical. 

It is practically impossible to right a wrong of 
that kind, if it exists, through anonymous letters 
to a newspaper.

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M’KINLEY LINE FREIGHT SERVICE. 

The hearing on the McKinley System’s plan 
for increased fares has disclosed limitations in the 
company’s facilities for handling freight traffic. 
A grant from the city of the right to lay only 150 
feet of track at one place would give the line ad- 
vantageous connections with the steam roads. 

The company’s local popularity has been affect- 
ed by the disposition it has shown for several 
years back to wriggle out of obligations it as- 
sumed in return for valuable concessions it re- 
ceived from the city. Particularly has any desire 
to see even slight additional privileges conferred 
on it been chilled by its attitude toward extra 
bridge charges, a subject on which the St. Louis 
public is extremely sensitive. 

But if its freight-carrying possibilities can be 
expanded at negligible cost in city assets, would 
it not be wise to make provision for this service? 
Should the present hearing end with the negative 
result only of maintaining the present status as 
to passenger fares, it may be profitable later to 
seek changes of affirmative benefit. 

A just arrangement bettering the company’s 
position while still barring bridge tolls and arbi- 
traries ought to be possible. We need all the fa- 
cilities of convenient freight service we can get. 

It can’t be possible that the °14 and °15 foolish- 

ness will go on through °16 and °17. 
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ALL OTHER ISSUES TRIVIAL. 

If a President of the United States can be de- 
feated for re-election because his foreign policy 
is displeasing to this or that European belliger- 
ent, then the United States is no longer a nation 
If the presidential election can be decided by 
voters whose hearts and sentiments and sym- 
pathies are all on the other side of the Atlantic 
Ocean, {t makes relatively little difference which 
European tribe governs the torritory that is called 
the United States of America. 
This country once fought a great civil war to 
determine whether the union should be divided 
or remain undivided. Yet 50 rears after the close 
of the war we have developed a new form of se- 
cession more infamous than the old secession. 
The old secession at least clung to the soil. It 
was pro-South, not pro-German, pro-English or 
pro-French or pro-Austrian. It fovght under its 
own flag. That flag was its flag, not a foreign 
flag. 
The professional Germans in the United Sta‘es 
have shaped an issue that the American people 
cannot evade. Every vote cast against Woodrow 
Wilson in the November election will be a vote 
for Germany, no matter who casts that vote or for 
what candidate it is cast. 

What the German propaganda is seeking is not 
so much an immediate tictory for {itself as a de- 
feat for the President. If it can heat Woodrow

OUR MONEYLESS UNIVEBSITY. 
Auditor Gordon's reply to Dr. A. Ross Hill's 


charge that the State is $83,900 in arrears to the 
Missouri University is a model.of crude evasion. 
He discusses everything, from Dr. Hill's salary 
to the list of university employes, except the 
actual shortage of money. He declares that no 
issued State warrants are unpaid, but is silent as 
to whether warrants for all obligations have been 
issued. 

We are left to infer that there is a shortage by 
the Auditor’s constitutional argument that the 
State University’s needs are among the last ob- 
ligations that are to be paid. The Constitution 
requires the payment of expenses for assessing 
and collecting the revenue support of public 
schools, salaries of State employes and care of the 
eleemosynary institutions. The university is to 
get what is left. Since nothing is left, the State 
University gets left. 

This seems a sound legal reason for the pre- 
dicament of the university, but it doesn't patch 
the unsound condition of the State finances. 

Not even Auditor Gordon’s fervid expression of 
fealty to the public schools, which the administra- 
tion attempted to rob a short time ago, offers help 
for the crown of our free educational institutions. 

What shall become of the State University, 
which is thus constitutionally shifted to the cold 
quarters of an empty treasury? Shall it stand 
tenantless and deserted by professors and stu- 
dents as a monument to the incompetence and 
folly of the Major administration? 
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EQUALITY OF MILITARY BURDENS. 

One of the resolutions in the referendum on 
military defenses submitted to commercial or- 
ganizations was the following: 

Recognizing the military obligation equally 
with the civie obligation as a fundamental 
duty of democratic citizenship in a republic 
and to establish a system which will affect 
every man alike—recommends that universal 
military training be adopted as a fundamental] 
Cemocratic principle of our military policy 
and be enforced by law to furnish adequate 
land, sea and industrial forces in peace and 
war. 

The vote has not yet been tabulated, but this 
resolution was unanimously approved by the 
Executive Committee of the St. Louis Business 
Men’s League. There is little doubt that it will 
be carried overwhelmingly in the total vote. 

The campaign of education in beh&lf of a sound 
policy of national defense is making wonderful 
progress. Citizens are beginning to see that unl- 
versal military training and service is not mili- 
tarism, but the antidote of militarism. They are 
beginning to understand that it is the only equita- 
ble and democratic method of organizing and 
preparing adequate forces for national defense. 
They are beginning to understand that it com- 
bines efficiency for peaceful occupations with effi- 
clency for war and builds up a nation’s resources 
in sound manhood. It is the economical way of 
acquiring sufficient defense forces, enlisting the 
entire citizenry at small cost, instead of enlisting 
professional soldiers and volunteers at high cost. 

The problem of raising military defense forces 
is similar to the problem of raising revenue for 
the support of government through taxation—the 
burden must be distributed equally upon all citt- 
zens in proportion to their ability to bear them. 

POLICE COURT JUSTICE AND MERCY. 
Remission of the fines of joyriders who have en- 

dangered the public safety has become a scan- 
dal in the police court. However, the annual re- 
port on the work of the court indicates that the 
immunity of these dangerous lawbreakers is 
perhaps not relatively greater than that of other 
classes of offenders. 

Of a total of 15,918 defendants in Judge Ho- 
gan’s court 6883 were dismissed. In tempering 
justice with mercy, this seems to be going some. 
But there are other startling figures. In the 9035 
ether cases, fines to the amount of $223,832 were 
imposed, of which $71,553 is reported to have been 
worked out in the house of correction. Of the re- 
mainder, $12,279, only $7879 was collected. 

The showing in Judge Saunders’ court is sim- 
ilar. Of 10,474 defendants no less than 7114 were 
dismissed. On the 9860 defendants found guilty 
$133,095 in fines was imposed, of which only $2054 
was collected. 

Of a total of $356,927 imposed in fines in these 
two courts, only $9925 was collected. The cases 
so tempered with mercy that justice is lost sight 
of seem too numerous. Administration of the law 
by favor is a danger from such a system. It is 
proper that the publfc should recoup from the

alties reduce crime.

T is, certainly, a delicate matter 
and one which must be consid- 
ered with proper. caution..It is, 
therefore, the very sort of matter in 
which the public, or at least that part 
of the public which takes care of the 
rest of us, is most interested. More- 
over, it is nobody’s business and no- 
body's business is everybody's busi- 
nes these days.

It is a difficult ques- 
tion, and the difficulty is that a wom- 
an does not want to eat any lunch 
if she has to cook it. Moreover she 
does not want her husband to come 
home at noon. 


Indeed, a husband for lunch is gen- 
erally regardeq as one of the great- 
est inconveniences of housekeeping. 
He seems to consume unnecessary 
food and valuable time. 

There is nothing, perhaps, that so 
pampers a woman's feeling of inde- 
pendence as her method of not eating 
lunch. She actually enjoys finishing 
a dish of cold boiled onions with one 
hand while she contemplates the At- 
lantic Monthly or the Woman’s Home 
Companion with the other. Women 
whose husbands do not come home 
for lunch do not eat lunch and that 
is probably as far as anybody will 
ever get.

“Buffalo Bill,”’ Indian fighter, scout 
and soldier in the Civil War, and for 
146 vears thereafter chief scout of the 
United States army, arrived in St. Louis 
this morning at the head of his wild 
West show. The picturesque, upstand- 
irg old fighter, who for nearly half 
a century has been a familiar figure in 
“big 


was pitched and crowds of men, 


cities and towns wherever the

women and children swarm to shows, 
was as vigorous as ever when he re- 
céived a reporter in his private car. 
Almost the first thing, he pointed to 
a framed commission hanging on the 
wall. 

“That,” he said, “is my commission 
as Judge Advocate General of the Na- 
tional Guards of Wyoming, and I gave 
my word to Gov. Kendrick before I 
left that if the national guards are 


: sent to the Mexican border I would leave 


my show and re-enter the service of 

my country, just as I have done on 

several previous occasions.’’ 

He spoke with emphasis and apparent- 

ly took no thought of his 70 years. 
His Hair Snowy White. 

The long, flowing hair which always 
Las marked him is snowy white. He 
wore his broad-brimmed, cream-colored 
felt hat at the jaunty angle of youth 
during the interview, he was dressed 
immaculately in the best of taste, and 
he was exactly the Buffalo Bill of 
pepular imagination. 

At first Buffalo Bill was inclined to be 
reminiscent. He told of Gen. Sterling 
price’s Civil War battle at Pilot Knob.. 
Mo., in which he took part on the Union 
side. Then he told how, as he visited 
St. Louis from time to time during 
the war, he met the girl who became 
his wife. She was Miss Louise Frederici, 
daughter of a well Known French 
family. He came to St. Louis March 6, 
18866, and they were married. She is 
still living and is wow at his home in 
Cody, Wyo., where they celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of the marriage a 
few weeks ago. 


Rejoined Army When Needed, 
“T remained in the army,” he said, 


“but when my children began to grow 
up I resigned and moved to Roches- 
ter, N. Y., to educate them. Then I 
got into the show business, but at 
intervals [ went back to the army 
when I] was needed. Off and on I 
have been in the show business 44 
years.”’ 

This vear Buffalo Bill has com- 
bined his Wild West Show with the 
101 Ranch Show and he has prepared 
a military preparedness pageant 
which he thinks is the Lest thing 
he ever has exhibited. 

“TI did it to arouse’ the people of 
this country to the need of a better 
army,” he said. 

To take part in this pageant the 
War Department has granted furlough 
to 40 regular soldiers for six months 
and loaned them to Buffalo Bill. They 
are provided with full cavalry equip- 
ment and the most modern artillery 
and field guns of the army. The War 
Department consented to this arrange- 
ment, Col. Cody said, on the ground 
that by thus giving the people through. 
out the country a chance to see rej:- 
u,ar soldiers, greater interest would be 
created in the army. 

Wonlg Back President. 

Col. Cody was aked what he thought 
of the crisis in America’s foreign rela- 
tions. He brought his fist down on the 
table: 

“By Gosh!’’ Jill tell you what I 
think!’ he exclaimed. ‘If all the Ameri- 
can people knew the exact facts and the 
true situation which confronts the 
President, a United America would say 
to President Woodrow Wilson, ‘Double 
or triple any proposal you care to make 
for the ideals. the honor, the safety of 
these United States and we will stand 
by you.’ ”’
